The railv/ay xine runs just south of PAilASOVIAi and 
the nearest railway station is KOLOI OA, v/hich is also the 
seat of the district council (Hayispolkom) for KOLOi'aOiCtSiilY 
Rayon (District), There is a railway halt opposite 
pAlJASbVIwl hut' only local trains stop there twice a' day, once 
In' the early morning and again in the evening, 

Occupation of inhabitants of PANASOVIGl ; 

The,. main occupation of the local population is 
agriculturo and they all vrork in the local kolkhoz. Until 
1950 this 'Was called ICiAGADOVl'ni kolkhoz and had its own 
land, buildings and administration. In 1950 the kolkhoz 
ceased to be? independent and \/.as attached to kolkhoz 
Zdobut ok Zhovtnya- (which means in the Ukrainian language 
"Achievement of ■October") at PpISOVJu', . At the Same, time 
BUDYOKMY kolkhpz at TRUDOLUBOVlAk was also - attached to the 
kolkhoz' 'ijf*P0tA0VILt. 

This reorganisation of koikh'ozi made Serious 
changes in the' vildarc life.. There was no longer local 
' adHiinistration of t lie kolkhoz and often 'the villagers were 
called to w'ork', fair away from their homes and a lot of time 
was lost in 'AhXking to the place of work. The removal of 
the kollth'o'Z adiiiinist, ration was however, felt most when one 
wished to o'fetain anything from the kolkhoz as it was nov/ 
necessary to v/alk to. POH-lOVKi where sympathot-ic treatment 
was 'seldom '‘received frorfi the kolkho^ of f i oi a is .who were 
Qften strahge'rs 'to PiiiASOVlO’i people.

No individuaV Sf^ves 
y/ere dug because it was aotno days before 'the inhabitants 
bould approach the battlefield and. by that time the - 
bodies were in a highly docompcsed state and also because 
the villagers thought it 'fitting for the soldiers to be
